To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  charges  for  Insurance  for  the  ensuing 
year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

Article  4.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  charges  for  the  Water  Works,  Services 
and  Expenses  of  Licensed  Exhibitions,  Taxes  Bought,  Dog 
Damages  and  Interest  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priations of  the  same,  these  charges  to  be  offset  by  revenue 
from  the  Water  Works,  License  Fees,  Taxes  Redeemed, 
Dog  Licenses  and  Interest  on  Taxes.

To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to 
observe  Old  Home  Day  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  same. 

Article  17.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of  Gilford 
Beach. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $298.00  which  is  1/100  of  1  %  of  the 
assessed  valuation  of  the  Town,  to  the  Lakes  Region  Asso- 
ciation for  the  purpose  of  publicizing  and  promoting  the 
natural  advantages  and  resources  of  the  Town,  in  coopera- 
tir)n  with  other  Towns  in  the  Lakes  Region.        By  Request. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  .Selectmen  to  hire  money  on  the  credit  of  the  Town,  not 
to  exceed  $25,000.00.  in  anticiijntion  of  (axes. 
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Article  20.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to 
raise  and  appropriate  money  to  complete  the  addition  to  the 
Town  Shed. 

Article  21.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to 
raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  trac- 
tor shovel  for  purposes  of  the  highway  department. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a 
plan  for  extending  to  employees  of  the  Town  the  benefits  of 
title  II  of  the  Federal  Social  Security  Act  ( Old-Age  and 
Survivor's  Insurance)  as  authorized  by  Chapter  234  of  the 
Laws  of  1951  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$400.00  to  defray  the  Town's  share  of  the  cost  thereof.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board,  Parents,  and  Voters : 

My  first  annual  report  will  be  brief  because  of  printing 
costs  and  the  necessity  for  extensive  study  before  making 
complete  recommendations  concerning  the  Gilford  schools. 

The  School  District  of  Gilford  has  one  of  the  outstand- 
ing school  buildings  in  New  Hampshire.  It  is  very  fitting 
that  a  community  with  extensive  recreational  facilities  and 
thousands  of  visitors  should  have  a  school  building  that  is 
in  keeping  with  the  unusual  scenic  atmosphere. 

The  School  Board  has  worked  diligently  on  the  pro- 
posed school  budget  for  1952-53.  Your  attention  is  invited 
to  the  fact  that  of  the  total  $77,188.79,  75  %  covers  the  three 
items  of  tuition,  teachers'  salary  and  transportation. 

The  school  budget  increase  is  caused  by  a  $7,000  in- 
crease in  tuition  costs,  which  are  increasing  in  all  schools 
of  New  Hampshire. 

The  School  District  of  Gilford,  under  the  new  state 
law  of  1951,  pays  an  increased  amount  of  the  supervisory 
union  expenses.  You  will  note  that  the  state  law  is  based 
on  adjusted  valuations  as  determined  by  the  State  Tax  Com- 
mission. The  amounts  for  books,  scholars'  supplies  and  gen- 
eral supplies  have  not  been  increased  in  the  budget  in  spite 
of  soaring  prices  of  all  commodities. 

The  School  District  of  Gilford  with  the  total  adjusted 
valuation  available  is  financially  capable  of  maintaining 
whatever  schools  the  people  of  the  community  want.

STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

In  the  Year  of  Our  Lord  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred 
and  fifty-one 

AN  ACT  relative  to  secretaries  of  supervisory  unions. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  convened  : 

1.  Suprvisory  Unions.  Amend  section  47  of  chapter 
135  of  the  Revised  Laws  as  inserted  by  chapter  172,  Laws 
of  1949  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following :  47.  Budget.  At  a  meeting  held 
before  January  first  of  each  year  the  supervisory  union  board 
shall  adopt  a  budget  required  for  the  expenses  of  the  super- 
visory union  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  which  budget  may  in- 
clude the  salary  and  expenses  of  supervisors  of  health,  phy- 
sical education,  music,  art  and  guidance,  and  any  other 
employees,  and  expenses  necessary  for  the  operation  of  the 
supervisory  union.  The  regularly  employed  office  personnel 
of  the  supervisory  union  office  shall  be  deemed  employees 
'  of  the  Union  in  so  far  as  payment  of  salaries  and  contribu- 
tions to  the  employees  retirement  system  of  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire  are  concerned.  The  supervisory  union  board 
shall  apportion  the  total  amount  of  the  budget  among  the 
constituent  school  districts  on  the  following  basis,  provided 
that  each  district  shall  be  required  to  pay  for  only  those 
services  in  which  they  share.  The  basis  for  the  appor- 
tionment shall  be  one-half  on  the  average  membership  for 
the  i)revious  school  year  and  one-half  on  the  last  adjustment 
valuation  of  the  district.  Prior  to  January  fifteenth  in  each 
year,  the  board  shall  certify  to  the  chairman  of  the  school 
board  of  each  constituent  school  district  the  amount  to  be 
apportiosed.  Each  district  within  a  supervisory  union  shall 
raise  at  the  next  annual  district  meeting  the  sum  of  money 
apportioned  to  it  by  the  supervisory  union  board  for  the 
expcn.ses  of  services  which  each  district  received  in  connec- 
tion with  the  union  office.  The  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  supervisory  union  com]M-ising  only  one  dis- 
trict. The  supervisory  union  board,  in  adopting  the  budget, 
shall  not  add  any  new  services  to  the  budget  of  any  con- 
stituent member  district  unless  such  member  district  has 
voted,   at  a  duly  called   regular  or  special   district   meeling 
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during  the  predecing  year,  to  accept  such  new  sevrice.  A 
vote  to  accept  a  new  service  shall  not  be  construed  as  a  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriation  money  within  the  meaning  of  sec- 
tion 3,  chapter  139  of  the  Revised  Laws  as  amended. 

2.  Application  As  of  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this 
act,  each  supervisory  union  in  the  state  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  elected  to  have  its  regularly  employed  office  personnel 
become  eligible  to  participate  in  the  employees  retirement 
system  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire ;  such  union  shall  be 
known  as  an  employer  for  the  purpose  of  acts  relative  to  the 
employees  retirement  system.  Any  regularly  employed  office 
employee  who  at  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act  is  a 
member  of  the  employees  retirement  system  as  defined  by 
chapter  201,  Laws  of  1945  under  elections  by  school  dis- 
tricts shall  continue  such  membership  as  an  employee  of 
the  supervisory  union. 

3.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  as  of 
July  1,  1951.
